“Overall, we’re quite happy 
with this year’s Checkstop cam¬ 
paign,” said Const. Trevor Shel- 
rud of the EPS impaired driving 
countermeasures unit. 

“Unfortunately, it seems that 
people still aren’t getting the 
message. And you would think 
with all the media attention sur¬ 
rounding the new legislation, and 
some of the other high-profile 
events that occurred in Decem¬ 
ber, that we would have seen 
some reduction, but unfortu¬ 
nately we didn’t.” 

Cops nabbed nearly 100 
impaired drivers and issued 
24-hour suspensions to 128 driv- 


By the numbers 


► Police had 37 Checkstops in 2011, 
including some by the EPS traffic 
unit as well as the impaired driv¬ 
ing countermeasures unit. 
Throughout 2010, there were 55.

Phillips said the fact the police 
are planning to be out in full 
force in 2012 to round up 
impaired drivers is good news, 
and she’s hopeful the new law’s 
mandatory-education compo¬ 
nents will help repeat offenders 
finally get the message. 

Same goes for police. 

“We will be out there 12 
months this year doing Check- 
stops in 2012,” said Shelrud, 
adding dates have already been 
set for this year’s campaign.

Road crews are hoping 
proactive efforts will pre¬ 
vent Edmontonians from 
slip sliding away after 
warm weather and freezing 
rain this week. 

“Some of the hills and 
the shaded areas are pretty 
bad and we are responding 
to them today, but the fore¬ 
cast for tonight is freezing 
rain and we want to be 
ahead of that potential risk 
of ice freezing again,” said 
Roland Aitchison, superin¬ 


tendent of operations for 
the city’s roadways branch. 

Trucks have been out in 
full force since Tuesday, 
spreading sand on slick al¬ 
leys and roadways, includ¬ 
ing in residential areas. 

One benefit of higher 
temperatures this week is 
that it allows for salt, which 
doesn’t work below -17 C, 
said Aitchison. 

Sand-truck drivers are 
checking all roads and 
sanding where they deem 
necessary, he said. 

Though Wednesday saw 
a record high, crews are 
braced for the worst.

Sanding crews are 
dispatched on 24-hour cy¬ 
cles, which are set to wrap 
up Thursday at 7 p.m. 

The city’s snow budget is

A young black man lay dy¬ 
ing in a south London bus 
stop. His friend called fran¬ 
tically for help while a gang 
of white teenagers who had 
stabbed him ran off. Two 
members of that gang were 
sentenced Wednesday for 
the 1993 murder of 
Stephen Lawrence, but 
three more remain at large. 

Judge Colman Treacy 
Wednesday sentenced Gary 
Dobson to at least 15 years 
and two months in jail, and 
David Norris to at least 14 
years and three months for 
the murder of the teenager, 
and urged police to contin¬ 
ue looking for new leads in 
the case. 

He told the men they 
were guilty of “a terrible 
and evil crime” committed 
out of blind hatred. 

“A totally innocent 18- 
year-old youth on the 
threshold of a promising 
life was brutally cut down 
in the street in front of eye 
witnesses by a racist thug- 
gish gang,” Treacy said. 
“You were both members of 
that gang.” 

Police, who have been 
accused in the last two 
decades of incompetence 
and racism in the way they 
handled the murder in¬ 


quiry, vowed Wednesday to 
continue to hunt for the re¬ 
maining killers. 

“The other people in¬ 
volved in the murder of 
Stephen Lawrence should 
not rest easily in their 
beds,” said Bernard Hogan- 
Howe, commissioner of 
London’s Metropolitan Po¬ 
lice. 

The saga of Lawrence’s 
murder, and his parents’ 
long quest for justice in the 
face of police indifference, 
has for many come to sym¬ 
bolize Britain’s lingering 
racial trauma. 

It has embarrassed Scot¬ 
land Yard, which was found 
by an official inquiry to be 
guilty of systematic racism. 
And while Lawrence’s fami¬ 
ly said it was pleased with 
the convictions, it said jus¬ 
tice will not be served until 
all the killers face trial. 

Lawrence’s father Neville 
said the sentencing of Dob¬ 
son and Norris for his son’s 
murder was “only one step 
in a long, long journey.” 

Dobson and Norris were 
part of a notorious gang 
that terrorized part of 
south London, and many 
people told police in the 
days following Lawrence’s 
death who his killers were 


likely to be. 

But the police failed to 
act until Lawrence’s parents 
held a news conference to 
criticize the way the police 
had handled the case. It 
was the first salvo in a long 
battle the Lawrence family 
were to fight with police 
and courts. 

The sheer length of time 
it has taken to prosecute 
the case has taken its toll. 
Lawrence’s parents di¬ 
vorced six years after his 


death. 

And Britain’s police 
forces still struggle to con¬ 
vince ethnic minorities that 
they handle cases with sen¬ 
sitivity. The parents of Indi¬ 
an student Anuj Bidve, who 
was shot and killed on a 
night out in Salford, north¬ 
east England, on Dec. 26, 
complained that they 
learned about their son’s 
death from Faceboolc be¬ 
fore British police contact¬ 
ed them.

His conclusion that La¬ 
hey was not a risk to chil¬ 
dren and, in fact, not a 
pedophile, despite 
possessing images and 
videos of children and 
teens, was a key part of 
the defence argument for 
a lesser sentence.

The jail time, Edelson 
added, is just the 
beginning.

“It’ll serve to announce 
to others that harsh 
sentences are in place for 
those who commit such 


crimes, sentences which 
are also meted out to 
ensure the protection of 
our children,” said Crown 
prosecutor David Elhadad.

Outcry over abused Afghan 
girl seen as sign of progress

Just 15 years old, Sahar 
Gul has become the 
bruised and bloodied face 
of women’s rights in 
Afghanistan. 

According to officials 
in northeastern Baghlan 
province, Gul’s in-laws 
kept her in a basement 
for six months, ripped her 
fingernails out, tortured 
her with hot irons and 
broke her fingers — all in 
an attempt to force her in¬ 
to prostitution. Police 
freed her after her uncle 
called authorities. 

Despite guaranteed 
rights and progressive 
new laws, Afghanistan 
still ranks as the world’s 
sixth-worst country for 
women’s equality in the 
UN development pro¬ 
gram’s annual Gender In¬ 
equality Index. 

Nevertheless, Afghan ad¬ 
vocates say attitudes have 
subtly shifted over the 


years, in part thanks to 
the dozens of women’s 
groups that have sprung 
up. 

Fawzia Kofi, a lawmak¬ 
er and the head of the 
women’s affairs commis¬ 
sion in the Afghan parlia¬ 
ment, says the outcry over 
a case like Gul’s probably 
would not have happened 
just a few years ago be¬ 
cause of deep cultural 
taboos against airing pri¬ 
vate family conflicts and 
acknowledging sexual 
abuse — such as forcing a 
woman into prostitution. 

Ending abuse of 
women is a huge chal¬ 
lenge in a patriarchal soci¬ 
ety where traditional 
practices include child 
marriage, giving girls 
away to settle debts or 
pay for their relatives’ 
crimes, and so-called hon¬ 
our killings in which girls 
seen as disgracing their 


families are murdered by 
their relatives. 

And some women ac¬ 
tivists worry that their 
hard-won political rights 
may erode as foreign 
troops withdraw and Pres¬ 
ident Hamid Karzai’s gov¬ 


ernment seeks to negoti¬ 
ate with the Taliban to 
end their insurgency. 
Women’s rights, they 
fear, may be the first to go 
in any deal with the hard¬ 
line Islamic militants.

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Germany, Portugal 
borrow to ease crisis

Europe won some further 
modest respite from its 
debt crisis Wednesday as 
Germany and Portugal be¬ 
came the latest countries to 
borrow with relative ease 
ahead of a hazard-filled few 
weeks for the eurozone. 

Both countries saw their 
borrowing costs dip at the 
auctions, in a further sign 
that investors may have 
temporarily put some of 
their concerns over the 
debt crisis to one side at the 
start of the new year in the 
wake of fairly-buoyant U.S. 
economic data. 

Germany, the biggest 
contributor in Europe’s 
bailouts, managed to sell 
$5.3 billion US in its bench¬ 
mark 10-year bonds 
Wednesday at an average 
yield of 1.93 per cent, down 
on the previous 1.98 per 


cent it had to pay. But de¬ 
mand barely covered the 
bonds on offer. 

And Portugal, which was 
bailed out last April after 
being locked out of interna¬ 
tional markets, paid a 
markedly lower interest 
rate to borrow $1.3 billion 
in three-month treasury 
bills. 

The German and Por¬ 
tuguese auctions come 
ahead of severe tests for eu¬ 
rozone leaders as they try 
to navigate their way out of 
their crisis over too much 
debt in some countries. 

Eurozone governments 
are struggling to convince 
financial markets that in¬ 
debted governments will 
not default and should be 
able to borrow at affordable 
rates to repay debts as they 
come due. Greece, Ireland 


and Portugal have needed 
bailouts, while much larger 
Italy and Spain have also 
seen their borrowing costs 
rise ominously. 

Italy, the recent focus of 
the crisis, must borrow in a 
series of debt auctions be¬ 
ginning Jan. 13. The auc¬ 
tions will test whether the 
government of new Prime 
Minister Mario Monti is 
making progress in regain¬ 
ing market confidence 
through budget cuts and ef¬ 
forts to improve weak eco¬ 
nomic growth. 

Further trouble could 
come from a slowing euro¬ 
zone economy that may al¬ 
ready have shrunk in the 
fourth quarter. Many econ¬ 
omists predict an outright 
recession, which would be 
two quarters of negative

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Bankruptcy to save jobs: CEO

The head of one of Canada’s 
last two remaining asbestos 
mines said Wednesday that 
declaring bankruptcy is the 
only way the cash-strapped 
operation has a chance of 
saving its workers’ jobs. 

Simon Dupere, president 
and CEO of Quebec-based 
LAB Chiysotile, said in an 
interview that he’s confi¬ 
dent many of the 350 jobs 
at the mine will be saved. 

“It’s not an operation 
that is overstaffed,” Dupere 
said. 

“Is it going to be a little 
more or a little less? That 
depends on what works, it 
depends on the business 
plan.” 

Dupere said the compa¬ 
ny’s current financial situa¬ 
tion made it impossible to 
continue operations. 

He said the shutdown of 
its Lac d’amiante du Canada 
mine in Thetford Mines last 
fall didn’t stem costs and 
there has been no revenue 
to deal with them. 

Declaring bankruptcy is 
a key step to getting the fi¬ 
nancially troubled compa¬ 
ny back on a solid financial 
footing. 

“We have a structural 
problem,” Dupere said. “We 



have a problem with fixed 
costs, and this will be re¬ 
solved with the (bankrupt¬ 
cy). Now we will talk to 
everyone involved, we will 
see how we’re going for¬ 
ward and how we’ll revive 
the project.” 

One possibility that 
would allow the mine to re¬ 
sume production in 2013 
would be the opening of ac¬ 
cess to an asbestos deposit 
that is currently blocked. 

While workers were sur¬ 
prised by the bankruptcy 
announcement, the union 


says the possibility of a re¬ 
covery provides a ray of 
hope. 

But Gordon Ringuette, a 
spokesman for the mine’s 
union, says he’s waiting to 
see if the company will use 
the situation to seek con¬ 
cessions from workers to 
reduce labour costs. 

“We expect that they 
will ask for concessions,” he 
said. “They’re talking about 
a business plan that has be¬ 
come too expensive and un¬ 
profitable.”

It says Kardashian made 
$12 million US in 2010 but 
paid just one percentage 
point more in California 
income taxes than some¬ 
one making $47,000 US — 
hard 10.3 per cent versus 
9.3 per cent. 

The video ad, which is 
posted at Taxkimk.com, 
urges Kardashian to sup¬ 
port the proposal for a tax 
increase. “Not everyone 
was born a Kardashian, but 
we all need to pay our fair 
share,” it says. 

A spokeswoman for Kar¬ 
dashian, Pearl Servat, did 
not respond to a request 
for comment Tuesday from 
The Associated Press. 

The Courage Campaign 
and the California Federa¬ 
tion of Teachers are among 
the groups backing a so- 
called millionaire’s tax 
that would raise income 


tax rates by three per cent 
to five per cent for individ¬ 
uals who make more than 
$1 million US a year. 

Proponents say the tax 
would raise about $6 bil¬ 
lion US to help fund public 
schools and local services 
that have been hit hard 
during the recession, such 
as social services, pro¬ 
grams for the elderly and 
public safety. 

Tax revenue to the state 
has dropped $17 billion US 
since the recession began 
during the 2007-08 fiscal 
year, requiring billions of 
dollars a year in budget 
cuts. 

The millionaire’s tax is 
one of several ballot pro¬ 
posals circulating in Cali¬ 
fornia seeking to increase 
income taxes on the 
wealthy as a way to help 
close the state’s annual 
budget deficit. 

In 2010, about 41,000 
Californians reported ad¬ 
justed gross income above 
$1 million US, paying about 
$13.1 billion US in taxes to 
the state, according to the 
Franchise Tax Board.

Sweet potato ravioli 


For the pasta: 

1 Whisk together whole 
eggs and yolk in a bowl. 
Put flour in a big mixing 
bowl, make a well in the 
centre and pour the eggs 
into the well. Slowly 
bring in flour using a 
fork and knead by hand 
until a dough forms. Add 
more flour if dough is 
sticky. Leave to rest for at 
least 10 minutes. 

2 Take out your pasta ma¬ 
chine. Cut dough into 8 
pieces and roughly form 
into triangles. Dust with 
flour. Starting on the 
widest setting, put one 
piece through the 
machine. Fold the dough 
over itself and go 
through again on the 
same setting. Repeat this 


process on each setting, 
going from widest to 
thinnest until you are left 
with a long thin sheet. 

3 Repeat the process with 
all the pieces of dough, 
setting aside on clean 
workspace and covering 
with clingfilm. 

For the filling: 

1 Steam the sweet potato 
pieces for 20 minutes or 
until cooked through. 
Mash in a bowl and stir 
in cheeses. Season with 
salt, pepper and nutmeg. 
Let the mixture cool be¬ 
fore proceeding. 

2 Dollop filling along half 
the pasta sheets, leaving 
5 cm between each 
spoonful. Using a pastry 


brush, brush egg white 
along the tops and bot¬ 
toms of the pasta sheets 
and between each dollop 
of filling. Lay the 
untouched pasta sheets 
over the filled ones. Us¬ 
ing your fingers, seal the 
edges around each bit of 
filling. With paring knife, 
cut ravioli into squares. 

3 Using your fingers, pinch 
each ravioli's edges to be 
sure that they're sealed. 

4 Bring pot of salted water 
to boil. Cool ravioli for 2 
!4 minutes. Spoon butter 
over ravioli. Sprinkle with 
sage leaves and add 
Parmesan to taste.

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Still something to play for 

O Canada tries to shake off disappointment of loss to Russia and focus on beating Finland

“They got a couple of breaks early that 
helped them get ahead of us and we 
kind of didn’t know how to deal with it.” 


The disappointment was 
still in the eyes of the 
Canadian players a day af¬ 
ter their semifinal loss at 
the world junior hockey 
championship. 

As they prepared to play 
Finland for the bronze 
medal, furrowed brows 
and grim expressions indi¬ 
cated Tuesday’s 6-5 loss to 
Russia was still on their 
minds. 

But they will have to let 
it go for Canada to avoid 
finishing out of the medals 
at the tournament for the 
first time in 14 years. 

Finland, a dark horse 
which has improved since 
the competition got under¬ 
way, will certainly be moti¬ 
vated to win bronze 
Thursday after falling 8-1 
to Canada in the tourna¬ 
ment-opener in Edmonton. 

Russia will play for it 
second straight title in 
Thursday’s gold-medal 
game against Sweden. 

As per his usual prac¬ 
tice, Canadian head coach 
Don Hay wouldn’t reveal 
whether it will be Scott 
Wedgewood or Mark 
Visentin in Canada’s net 
Thursday because he tells 
his starting goalie the 
night before the game. 

While Wedgewood ad¬ 
mitted he was sore after 
Russian defender Alex 
Kholchlachev crashed into 
him in the second period 
Tuesday, he said he would 
be able to play Thursday. 

“You’ve got to win a 
game to get a medal now,” 
Wedgewood said Wednes¬ 
day. “We’ve got to take 
pride in that and it still 
means something to us. 

“Ten years from now 
looking back, you go into 


that game and don’t give it 
your all and you walk away 
with nothing ... it’s better 
to have something.” 

Without the adrenaline 
that a possible gold medal 
brings, the Canadians were 
feeling the slings and ar¬ 
rows of the tournament. 

The upper-body injuiy 
Scott Harrington suffered 
in the preliminary round 
kept him out of Wednes¬ 
day’s practice. Hay didn’t 
sound sure the defence- 
man would be able to play 
Thursday. 

What’s more, Canada 
will be down to 11 for¬ 
wards for Thursday’s game 
after faceoff specialist 
Boone Jenner was suspend¬ 
ed for spearing Russian

captain Evgeni Kuznetsov 
in the second period of the 
semifinal. 

In sifting through the 
wreckage of Canada’s gold- 
medal hopes, the host 
country’s meltdown in the 
second period versus Rus¬ 
sia stands out. 

A loss of composure left 
Canada short-staffed and 
allowed Russia to score 
their fifth goal on a power 
play, which came back to 
haunt Canada in the third 
period. 

It was when the Canadi¬ 


ans stayed out of the penal¬ 
ty box in the third and got 
back on track in terms of 
their gameplan, that they 
were able to mount their 
thrilling comeback that 
fell just short. 

When Brendan Gal¬ 
lagher punched Russian 
defenceman Mikhail Nau- 
menlcov in the face behind 
the net late in the second 
period, Russia turned it in¬ 
to a power-play goal to 
take a 5-1 lead. 

Russian defenceman Il¬ 
dar Isangulov later el¬ 


bowed Jenner and was giv¬ 
en a two-minute minor, 
which was subsequently 
turned into a one-game 
suspension for a hit to the 
head. 

“When players get frus¬ 
trated they do things they 
regret,” Hay said. 
“Whether it’s misconduct 
penalties, major penalties 
or just selfish penalties, 
you usually regret those 
type of penalties. 

“When you can play 
with determination, you 
don’t have time to get frus¬ 
trated. That’s what we did 
in the third. In the second, 
we played with a little 
more frustration because it 
wasn’t going our way.”

Can Russia make it two golds in a row? 


Russia will be hoping histo¬ 
ry repeats itself in the final 
of the world junior hockey 
championship, while Swe¬ 
den is looking to end a long 
drought. 

The Russians captured 
gold in Buffalo, N.Y., last 
year with a dramatic 5-3 
comeback win over Cana¬ 
da. The Swedes, mean¬ 
while, haven’t won the 
tournament since 1981 in 


Fussen, Germany. 

Sweden erased a two- 
goal deficit to beat Finland 
3-2 in Tuesday’s early semi¬ 
final, while Russia held off 
a hard-charging Canadian 
squad to win 6-5 in the late 
game. 

“I think the Swedes are 
like us, gone through a 
great maturation, because 
they haven’t won the 
world juniors in something 


like 30 years,” Russian 
coach Valeri Bragin said 
through an interpreter 
Wednesday. “Before the fi¬ 
nals, the chances are al¬ 
ways 50-50. They have 
desire, we have desire, so 
the game will show who is 
stronger. 

Russian forward Nail 
Yakupov had four assists in 
the win over Canada and 
combined with linemates 


Yevgeni Kuznetsov (three 
goals, one assist) and 
Alexander Kholchlachev 
(one goal, one assist) for 10 
points. 

“I’m pretty excited to 
play ... in the final,” said 
Yakupov, a highly-touted 
NHL draft prospect who 
plays for the Ontario Hock¬ 
ey League’s Sarnia Sting. 
“It’s (the) last game in 
world juniors, so every¬ 


body want to win. I want to 
win this cup because I nev¬ 
er win something like big 
tournament.” 

While Kuznetsov wasn’t 
made available to talk with 
reporters after practice, 
Kholchlachev sang his cap¬ 
tain’s praises instead. 

“He is playing great for 
us and he’s one of our best 
players,” said Kholchlachev.
